THAT BOULEVARD. 


It is in the throes of dissolution. 
What is, the Horn Pond Boulevard? 
Exactly. We have been informed that 


this is its history and present status : 

Mayor Davis, in obedience to in- 
structions, petitioned the Metropolitan 
Park Commissioners for a boulevard 
from Winchester along the backside of 
Horn Pond to some point in Woburn 
At the hearing on that petition the 
Mayor and his  coadjutors were 
smoothly, diplomatically and sweetly 
turned down by that prince of diplo- 
matists, Chairman de Ia Cases. They 
were told by him that the Commission 
had no money with whieh to carry out 
the enterprise, but if the Legislature 
would appropriate a sufficiant sum for 
it, as no doubt they would, the scheme 
being such a loveiy ove, the Commis 
sion would go right abead and build 
the boulevard, 

So, with courage and high hopes, the 
Mayor petitioned the Legislature for an 
appropriation, It to the Com- 
mittee on Metropolitan Affairs, 
gave « hearing on the petition, at whieh 
a great deal of persuasive eloquence 
was let loose. The Committee, in a 
perfunctory manner, made a favorable 
report to the ELlouse, by whom the mat 
ter was sent to the Ways and Means 
Committee, in which originate all bills 
for the appropriation of the State’s 
money. 

This Committee have reported ad 
versely, and there can be no doubt at 
all but that the Legislature will adopt 
the report. 

Thus it seems, at the present time, 
as though the fate of the boulevard is 
sealed—not everlastingly perhaps, but 
for some time to come. 

Should the House accept the report, 
which is altogether likely, then it may 
be truly that ‘+ the mountain 
labored and brought forth a mouse.’

The spring} 
of the barrel from the rest will cause | 
it to shoot one point higher than when 
held offhand, an error that all riflemen

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A CHEAP HOUSE. 


It is the opinion of men well quali- 
fied to judge that Massachusetts never 
had to put up with a cheaper Legisle- 
ture than the present one. Not only is 
the membership aggregation composed 
of intellectual featherweights, but in a 
moral sense it compares unfavorably 
with former bodies of lawmakers. 

These remarks apply more particu- 
larly to the House. ‘The Senate is 
made up ef men fairly intelligent and 
generally honest—its standing with the 
people is far better than that of the 
lower branch, 

In the first place, the House is un- 
fortunate in its head man, He is right- 
fully classed as an invertebrate, a pre- 
siding officer who wobbles, one who 
not know what wanted, vor 
which way to reach for it.

The Board beld a regular meeting on 
Thursday evening, July 5. President 
Blodgett occupied the Chair. 

A lengthy hearing was held on a 
petition to remove the North Woburn 
Street Railroad turnout on Main street 
from near Walnut st. to Broad st. The 
matter had been pigeonholed in the 
Board of Public Works for more than 
a year, aud the public were mystified 
by its revival at this late day. A strong 
remonstrance was received by the 
Council on Thursday evening, and 
testimony was heard. Lawyer John 
P. Feeney ably conducted the case for 
the remonstrants and won it handsomely. 
Nobody appeared to father the petition, 
and it had no advocates at the hearing. 
The matter was indefinitely postponed. 

Mayor Davis sent in a message an- 
nouncing a settlement with Ald. Conn. 
—Permissiou was granted to W. C. 
Dodd to hold meetings on the Common 
on Saturday evenings and Sunday after- 
noous.—Numerous petitions for mivor 
favors were received. 

The conditions agreed on for fran- 
chise to extend the street railroad from 
North Woburn to Wilmington town 
line, including a 5-cents tare from Wo- 
burn and Winchester line to Wilming- 
ton, had two readings, and the City 
Clerk ordered to send a copy to the 
I.ynn & Boston Street Railroad Co. 

After a long and warm discussion 
between the Mayor, who had been in- 
vited to attend the meeting, the $100,- 
000 order for a loan to build a new 
High School house, the order passed by 
a vote of 8to6. Mayor Davis gave 
notice that he should veto it. 

The selection of the Dow property 
on Montvale ave. for the new school- 
house made by a joint committee was 
rejected, 7 to 7. That, with the 
Mayor's threatened veto, means that 
the new schoolhouse echeme is stone 
dead for this year.

| schoolhouse and the contrast between it 
and the old red schoolhouse was 80 
great that wo were proud as well as 
happy. Tho first teacher was Miss Sarah 
E. Locke, who years afterwards became 
the wife of Jeduthan Richardson whose 
home was on the corner of Main and 
what was then called Pond street, now 
Il believe Lake Avenue. Miss Locke, 
who was only a little out of her teens, 
was a splendid teacher, helping her 
pupils along the paths of learning and 
governing them ina way that gained 
and retained their love. Her efforts 
were not always da thatdd Ast by the 
strenuous boys in her school, and to 
such as tried her patience too far the 
memory of her lignum-vitae ruler still 
lingers in their minds. 

Our schoolroom was new, and all the 
fixtures neat and attractive, but the 
walls were bare. Miss Locke was a lady 
of fine taste, with a love for the beauti- 
ful, and we had not been in the new 
house very long before she suggested 
that the acholars contribute somethin 
to a fund for wall pictures. Nearly al 
of us earned money out of schoo! heurs, 
picking berries, digging dandelions, and 
running of errands. ‘These were the 
days before the street pedlar had been 
evolved, and housekeepers depended on 
school children for their greens and 
berries in their season, so we generally 
had some change for childish laxuries. 
Responding to Miss Locke's appeal, 
quite a little amount was raised to 
which she added a goodly sum from her 
small salary, and a number of the cheap 
colored lithograps common in that time 
wore purchased and placed upon the 
walls, giving to the schoolroom an air 
of refinement which is always an aid to 
education, 

We had no recognized director of 
music in the Woburn school system, but 
that did not restrain the harmonies of 
school life. Where was a man whom 
many will recall when they read the 
name of Asa Fitz. He was a writer of 
music for use in the public schools. I 
have one of his music books now, and

looking over the pages and recalling the 
effect of his simple and touching melo- 
dies, my opinion of them is the same 
that it was half a century ago, and he 
deserves to be remembered for the good 
he did. Poor fellow, he became a re- 
cluse, lived by himself in a miserable 
hovel, and died a suicide. It was a sad 
ending of a life, the better part of which 
was spent in making children happy. 

Our school was strong on music, and 
the way we would sing “Oh come, come 
away,” “Lightly row,” “Patter patter, 
let it pour,” etc.. was something worth 
hearing. We did not have many books, 
tor Wann Asa Fitz would visit us and 
teach us some songs, and olfer his books 
for sale, the market was slow. Hewever, 
we had a few song books and from these 
the whole school soon learned the tunes 
by note. The song first mentioned ran 
something like this, 

“Oh come, come away, 
From labor now reposing, 
Let busy care a while forbear, 
Oh come, come away.” 
A boy voice which happened to be the 
leading one, was soon detected in sing- 
ing “Let busy care, a wife or bear,” 
which was the way the words sounded 
to him. Miss Locke then stopped the 
class and very clearly pronounced the 
words, and after that there were no 
breaks, 

Above us on Main street lived Samuel 
Caldwell. Across the street was the 
home of Elijah Wyman. Below us was 
the estate of Nathan Johnson and his 
wife “Milliner Johpson,”” as she was 
called, at that time the fashionable 
bonnet trimmer of the town. Mr, John- 
son had a large orchard, and knowin 


the small boys weakness for fruit, ha 
his fears for the crop on his trees. But 
he was wise in his generation. As soon 


as his peaches were ripe he gathered a 
great basket of the earliest and best and 
carried them over to the school yard and 
told the children to help themselves. 
He expressed a hope that we would not 
touch his trees, but if we wanted fruit 
come and ask him. His trees were never 
troubled, nor while I went to school 
there did he forget bis annual basket of 
the first fruits of his orchard. 

In a primary school the children have 
some leisure, and Miss Locke, to keep 
us out of mischief encouraged all, boys 
as well as girls, to do some hand-work. 
Of course we had never heard of sloid, 
40 Common in the up-to-date educational 
system of the present, but it was the 
idea out of which sloid was evolved. 
We were taught to sew, to knit lace 
and work perforated card book marks. 
Among the most highly prized treasures 
preserved from school days is the lace 
trimming of a pair of pillow cases which 
Miss Locke showed me how to knit. 
No boy today could be induced to do 
such work, because it is not the fashion. 

We had our manly sports, and played 
ball, did “stumps,”’ ran races, weut in 
swimming at the sluice in the canal, 
caught fish off Ingalls’s rock, climbed 
Rag Rock, and on Ray Days ventured 
as far away as the summit of Horn Pond 
Mountain, 

As I said in a previous paper, boys 
were allowed to enter the High School, 
so called, at the age of 10. My tenth 
birthday occurred in June while the 
school fa in May. John D. Tidd was 
on the school board at the time and I 
asked him for permission to enter at the 
beginning of the term, So well bad Miss 
Locke instructed me that he gave his 
consent and | weut down town to school, 
Miss Locke is remembered by me with 
tender affection, and I believe also by 
all who were ber pupils when she taught 
the Main Street Primary, It is a long 
time since she left us, but ‘the memory 
of the just is blessed.”

Kindly give me space in your issue of 
this week to express my appreciation of 
the action of our Board of Aldermen iu 
rejecting the purchase of the lot on 
Montvale Avenue for the site of our new 
High School building. Having attended 
school in Woburn, I know something of 
the discomfort of going off Main street 
after a long walk, and feel sure that our 
“city fathers’ will have the thanks of a 
very large proportion of the scholars of 
the future for their wise action. 

Judging from what the writer hears 
on all sides, there seems to be a grow- 
ing feeling, that the land in the rear of 
Dr. J. M. Harlow’s estate is the most 
suitable site for the proposed building. 
This lot is near all lines of communica- 
tion, high and dry, free from noise and 
dust, with a commanding view; all of 
which are conducive to health and com- 
fort. There are at least one and a half 
acres of land free from all obstructions, 
without any of that belonging to Dr. 
Harlow. All are satisfied with the loca- 
tion of the present High School building, 
and how could there be any complaint 
if the new one is placed as near the 
centre of population as that. The cost 
of this lot will not exceed fourteen 
thousand dollars, even if the Episcopal 
church is removed, and surely that is 
not high when we consider the advan- 
tages to be gained over any other site 
obtainable.

WHY OUR CONGRESSMAN 
SHOULD BE AGAIN 
RETURNED. 

There are weighty reasons for the 
retention of Congressman Knox as 
Representative of the Fifth District. 
These are largely founded upon the 
record he has made, Entering the Fifty- 
fourth Congress with a large Republi- 
can majority, like most new members, 
he was assigned to an inferior place 
upon Committtee.

Io the 
establishment of a government for 
Hawaii, the first of our new posses- 
sions, ke bore the leading part. The 
bill he reported and carried through the 
House was radically unlike that re- 
ported by the Commissioners, but met 
the approval of Congress and the coun- 
try. The position he occupies is a 
most important one, * * * It is not 
too much to say that his failure to oc- 
cupy this position ia the immediate 
future would be a loss to the country, 
and one of the most important Chair- 
manships held by New England would 
be lost. Mr. Kuox has experience in 
legislation and knowledge of methods 
acquired by constant attention and care- 
ful study and thought. ‘This experi- 
ence is of value to the District of which 
it can have the benefit in the future. It 
would all have to be acquired by a new 
member. Mr. Knox has the influence 
which leugth of service always gives, 
and which enables a Representative to 
serve efficiently his constituency. It 
may be almost said that it is this alone 
which enables a Representative to be 
really affective in his service. —Law-

Care of a Luwn Mower, 


One of the most necessary and yet 
one of the most abused of all imple 
ments is the lawn mower. To sharpen 
the knives ts not a difficult matter. To 
do {It remove the wheels and slip the 
cogwheel off the end of the shaft. <A 
little cluteh will be found in a slot in 
the shaft at each end. Simply reverse 
the positions of cogwheels and clutches 
from one end of the shaft to the other, 
so that the reel can be run backward; 
then replace the outer wheels and fas- 
ten them in place with either the nuts 
or cotters. With the oil can run a little 
oll along the edge of the lower knife. 
Upon this ofl sprinkle medium coarse 
emery powder. Now turn the machine 


upside down and push it along the 
lawn rapidly, the reel turning back- 
ward causing the emery to grind all 
the knives. The wheels may then be 


taken off and the cogs and clutches re- 
versed, the emery carefully wiped off, 
the knives adjusted, the machine olled, 
and it will be ready for use.-Woman’s 
Home Companion.

Until the constitutional amendment 
of 1804 the president and the vice pres- 
ident were voted for on the same bal- 
lot, the man with the second highest 
number of votes becoming vice prest- 


dent. The presidential electors have 
not always been chosen by popular 
vote 

Before 1800 it was the general cus- 


tom for the state legislatures to choose 
the electors, and it was not until 1828 
that presidential electors were chosen 
in nearly all the states by popular yote. 
As late as 1876 the Colorado legislature 
chose the three presidential electors to 
represent that state.

legislature naming its own electors 
Withont appeal to the people provided 
such a method of election Is prescribed 
by the state laws.

He 
was a momber of the School Committee 
and kept a drug stere in South Woburn. 
This was before the town of Winchester 
was even thought of, I have never fully 
forgiven the Committee of that day for 


permitting Dr. Youngman to have his 
will with the school. The boys needed 
a strong hand to be sure, but they did 


not require the lessons in brutality that 
this teacher gave them. His hair was 
red, his temper was hot, and his dis- 
position was devilish, He had spent a 
portion of his life in Kentucky and was 
Familiar with the treatment accorded 
refractory slaves in that Commonwealth, 
He gave us the same sort of medicine. 

He walked into school the first morn- 
ing, carrying a rawhide whip about four 
feet long, over an inch in diameter at 


one end, and tapering to the size of a 
little finger at the other. His fierce 
countenance and his savage weapon 


struck terror to the hearts of the small 
boys and aroused a rebellious spirit in 
the minds of the big ones, To-day, a 
man who would use such a whip upon 
a horse would be punished in court for 
cruelty to animals. Let us be thanktul 
that civilization has advanced since 1848, 
not only in Old Woburn but throughout 
Massachusetts,and the Youngman method 
of discipline is only a horrid memory. 

Youngman was quite impartial in his 
brutality. He had all the offences graded 
from one blow of the rawhide up to 
almost the point of disablement, and if 
there was a boy who went to school to 
him and escaped punishment he cannot 
be alive now. Dr. Youngman died in 
Boston five yoars ago. Lt is asad record, 
that the only impression the master 
made on the mind of a young lad, who 
was not a great sufferer under his rod, 
was tho feeling he believed the slave 
might have in the presence of a brutal 
overseer. 

The rule of the rawhide continued only 
one term, and it was succeeded by some- 
thing far better morally as well as 
phyaisally, for as the boys were flogged 
ess they studied more, and learned 
things that were for their advantage. 
E. W. Bartlett was a teacher whom the 
scholars soon learned to respect and 
love. He was a gentlemanly fellow, quite 
particular in the matter of dress and 
wore whiskers that he was very fond of 
stroking. He had very much_ higher 
ideals than some of his pupils, whom he 
felt obliged at times to address as 
‘shameless boys,”’ and he did his best to 
bring them up toe his standards. His 
badge ef authority was a piece of rattan, 
and it was very seldom that he felt 
obliged to use it. Whon he did it was 
effective as the slave whip, more so in 
fact, for there were fewer punishments 
and better order under Master Bartlett's 
gentle sway than under the previous 
reign of terror. 

As Lremember him, Master Bartlett 
was & progressive teacher, of the Cum- 
aton class of instructors, and we learned 
much under his methods. He took great 
pains to correct our pronunciation of 
geographical names, but was not wholly 
successful in getting us to adopt that 
which prevails in foreign countries. We 
had a very good outfit of philosepical 
apparatus, and once a week were given 
the benefit of a lecture with experi- 
ments.

This Scene of Numberless Tragedicn 
In One of the Most Remarkable 
Places of the Western World—The 


Most Arid Spot on Earth, 


Death yalley ts probably the most 
unique natural feature in California. 
It is located in the southeast corner of 
Incyo county and is ineclosed by the 
Panamint mountains on the west and 
the Funeral range on the east. It Is 
75 miles long and at its narrowest point 
but eight miles wide, 

At one time, most probably, it was 
the bed of an ancient river. The low- 
est depression fs 200 feet below 
level, but above this rises Telescope 
peak, 11,000 feet high, of the Pana- 
mint range, and directly opposite the 
Funeral peak, which reaches an alti 
tude of S000 feet During the winter 
these peaks are covered with snow. 

This remarkable valley discov- 
ered in 1850 by a party of immigrants, 
many of whom lost thelr lives in the 
attempt to cross it. ‘The has 
clung to it also as being the scene of 
numberless tragedies. Barly in its 
history traditions of gold and silver de- 
posits of wouderful richness within its 
boundartes persuaded many adventur- 
undertake the hazard- 
ous éxperiment of its exploration. The 
number who have lost thelr lives in 
this desolate field Is undoubtedly great, 
Pursuing the mirage of rich deposits of

ous persons to 


precious metals, these adventurous 
prospectors succumbed at last to the 
intolerable heat and the agonies of 
thirst. 

The range of the thermometer is 


probably greater in Death valley than 
elsewhere in the western hemisphere. 
In winter the temperature Is way be- 
low zero, while in July and August the 
thermometer ranges for weeks at 137 
degrees above, frequently rising sever 
al degrees higher. Wor weeks at a 
time the lowest temperature observed 
exceeded 100 degrees. The daily heat 
burns every vestige of vegetation. The 
Spanish bayonet, a plant that flourish 
es undcr the most arid conditions, here 
barely survives, while the mesquite, 
with Its long roots penetrating deep in 
to the earth in search of scanty mots- 
ture, Just manages to exist. 

A party of enterprising agriculturists 


once experimented with growing fruit 
and yegetables In this region, antici 
pating large profits in the early mar 
keting of their crops, ‘The attempt 
was un complete failure, the intense 
heat withering the plants, notwith 


standing copious supplies of water and 
the most skillful cultivation. In the 
higher altitudes of the Panamints there 
are numerous valleys with flowing 
streams. In these frults are cultivated 
and reach the market two months be- 
fore the California products mature. 
The prevailing winds in Death valley 
are from the west. Though originat 
ing in the Pacific ocean and saturated 
with humidity in traveling the inter- 
mediate distance, they are intercepted 
by the lofty peaks of four ranges of 
mountains, whieh absorb all of their 
moisture, that by the tfme they 
reach the valley all humidity has dis 
appeared,

can survive the Intense heat Iven 
birds indigenous to the region die. 

It is in the months of greatest heat 
that the sandstorms of Death valley 
are most deadly. They rage with in- 
tense fury, obliterating the landscape 
and dimming the light of the sun, with 
ering the seanty vegetation and cover- 
jug the trails deep tn powdered dust. 
At all times the aspect of the valley is 
superlatively desolate. No spot on 
earth surpasses it in aridity or tophet- 
like heat. 

During the heated term an hour with- 
out water means death. Meat becomes 
putrid in an hour, Hgegs are cooked tn 


the blistering sand. Water ts only 
palatable by means of large, porous, 
earthenware jars, common to all hot 


countries, suspended tn drafts and re 
duced in temperature by means of the 
rapid evaporation of the moisture from 
the outside 

The bellef that the borax marshes 
are the remains of the vast lake which 
once filled the valley is supported by 


traces of water Iine found 600 feet 
above on the mountain sides, 

In general appearance all borax 
marshes are alike, They are located 


at the polnt of greatest depression and 
from a distance look Ike deposits of 
salt or snow. Under the surface is 
common wet clay or water of varying 
depths, These deposits are generally 
elreular in form and appear us though 
once they were craters, Borax was 
created by contact of boracie acid in 
gaseous form, with the lime and soda 
of the surface, At Teels marsh, Ne 
vada, borate of Ime appears ip the 
form of balls imbedded in clay along 
with soda, salt, ete, but at Columbus 
these are found in sandy soll. Some- 
times these balls are decomposed, un 
derlying the soll, which is removed and 
the borate shoveled out. Deposits of 
crude borate of soda ave found in Ne- 
vada and in Death valley at the Monte 
Blanco mines.

Mr. IXnott, a draper in a west coun- 
try town, makes this appeal for cus- 
tom: “Many drapers are extortionate 
in their prices. Lam Knott.” And not 
many miles from Mr, Knott is a village 
tinker whose name is Dunn and whose 
modest motto is, “What is done is done, 
but it’s not well done unless it’s done 
by Dunn,” 

By no means the least clever of these 
humorous trade ‘announcements was 
that of a bookseller called Hart who 
supplied for many years all the books 
used In a local grammar school.

Old Schoolboy Memories, 
V. 

Our schoolroom in Master Bartlett's 
time was a pleasant place for study. 
The building now appears from the out- 
side about as it did when it was erected. 
There were two doors opening on Com- 
mon street, each leading into an entry 
where the hats aud over clothing was 
hung, and stairways led to the second 
floor which was occupied by the “High 
School.” The eastern was the boy's 
entry, and the western was used by the 
girls. ‘The schoolroom was supplied with 
double desks, with aisles running between 
the rows. ‘The back seats were preferred 
for various reasons, not the least being 
that they were farthest from the teacher's 
eyes and ears. At the beginning of a 
term the large boys wud girls were 
always sure to be on hand early, and on 
the opening of the doors a rush would 
be made to secure the coveted back 
seats. Sometimes they were not perma- 
nently held until after a tug of war, 
which occasionally reached the propor- 
tions of a fist fight. All around the 
room were blackboards for use in arith- 
metic lessons. Ln the space between the 
two entrances was 4 platform, one step 
higher than the school floor, on which 
all the recitations were heard. ‘The glass 
in the lower half of the windows front- 
ing on the street was painted so that 
the pupils would not have their atten- 
tion diverted from the lessons. At the 
rear of the room were two recitation 
rooms where the Assistants, Miss Ingra- 
ham and Miss Snow, heard some of the 
classes recite. ‘There were several circu- 
lar Openings in the ceiling that furnished 
ventilation. A bell in the belfry was 
rung by a rope that came down to the 
rostrum, where the teacher used it after 
recess. The bell was rung by the boy 
who took care of the schoolhouse,— 
janitor I suppose we would call him 
now,—half an hour before school, and 
tolled for five minutes just before schoo! 
begun, 

Master Bartlett wore spectacles that 
were all the time slipping down, so that 
between stroking his whiskers and ad- 
justing bis glasses he had his hands full, 
He was a man of fine sensibilities and 
it annoyed him to see the boys doing 
things they should be ashamed otf, 
Later experience has brought to the 
mind of more than one the conviction 
that Master Bartlett was right when he 
gave us those much needed lectures. 

Saturday being a half holiday, the 
usual lessons were suspended in the fore- 
noon, and we had general exercises of 
some sort, Not infrequently it was a 
spelling class, and you might whisper it 
to those having charge of schools to-day, 
that a little more attention to spelling 
would be very beneticial. The entire 
school took part in this exercise and 
then most of the scholars were good 
spellers. ‘The boys would line up ou the 
east. side and the girls on the west, the 
head spellers meeting in the middle ot 
the rostrum and the lines extending 
down the outside aisles to the rear ot 
the room, Whep a word was missed it 
passed along to some one who could 
spell it and the successful one moved up 
beyond the one who first missed. When 
by this process of evolution the most 
proficient had gradually reached the 
rostrum, the teacher would begin to 
give out words at the lower end of the 
line and when a word was spelled wrong 
the delinquent took a seat. I remember 
one occasion when the line was reduced 
to three, two girls and myself. We 
stood the hard words for quite awhile, 
and then ove of the girls drew out. The 
remaining two continued spelling, but at 
last I slipped, and the honors went to 
the girl, 1 have been under her spell 
ever since.

with the old 
always so peaceful, IL 
between Dan Camp- 
bell and John McGovern that was 
desperate and bloody.

The honors were about even, though 
privately each claimed the victory, and 
only a few years ago Dan asked me 
“Do you remember the time 1 licked 
John MeGovern ?”” Both boys later fought 
for their country in the Civil War, and 
now each Memorial Day sees their graves 
decorated and the little flag they so 
bravely upheld planted above them. 

Another fight occurred in the boys’ 
entry One morning, when the under boy 
drew a pocket knife and tried to stab 
his antagonist. The weapon was taken 
away trom him, and he was never able 
to reinstate himself in the good graces 
of his schoolmates. 

We had a picnic one summer at 
foot of Horn Pond mountain, that was 
quite an affair, Lemonade was furnished 
by the tubfull, and cake and pies were 
contributed without stint. Games pre- 
ceded the feast and also followed it. 
Cepenbagen was the favorite and all the 
girls were kissed more or less as their 
beauty or popularity dictated. Master 
Bartlett enjoyed the sport as a spectator, 
and all the rest of us thought it was the 
greatest of all picnics. JI never since 
have had so much pleasure at an outing 
in the woods,

Sealed Orders, 

The custom of having warships sail 
‘‘ander sealed orders’’ bas arisen from 
the desire of maritime powers to pre- 
vent their plans from becoming kuown 
to the enemy 

In the American navy such orders 
come from tie president and are deliy- 
ered to @ conimander of aship or squad- 
ron by a contidential messenger, who 
knows nothing of their contents. 

Sometimes they are in cipher, but 
they are always sealed with the official 
seal of the navy department, and the 
package cannot be opened until the time 
marked on it, which is usually several 
hours after the hour of leaving port. 

By this precaution the newspapers 
are prevented from disclosing prema- 
turely the movements which may be of 
the greatest importance and the spies of 
the enemy are rendered useless so far as 
their ability to discover the secret of 
such movements is concerned, 

Sailing under sealed orders is now 
the common naval practice in time of 
war. 

These instructions are found in the 
packet of ‘‘sealed orders,’’ which is 
opened when well out to sea.

THE HOMING PIGEON, | 


INTERESTING POINTS GLEANED FROM 
THE BREEDER AND TRAINER, 
Anthorities Disagree on the Question of 
Inatinect ~The Best Birds Are Those | 
Which Are Carefally Bred and Faith- 

folly Trained, 


The peculiar faculty that enables a 
pigeon to roturn to its home from great 
distances is a point about which author 
ities disagree. The theory which is most 
widely accepted is that the bird is gifted | 
with remarkable eyesight and with a 
memory for landmarks superior to that 
of any other creature. The former the. | 
ory that the birds were guided exclu- 
sively by instinct seems disproved by 
the frequency with which even the best 
trained and highest bred homers have 
been lost in fogs. During the poultry 
show, when several of the pigeon fanci- | 
ers were interviewed on the rearing and | 
training of homing pigeons, one of va- | 
ried experience said: 

“Instinct is unerring, and the fact | 
that the homing pigeon not only fre- 
quently errs, but at times shows great | 
indecision as to the route it will take, 
proves conclusively that it is not goy- 
erned entirely by instinct. There is no 
doubt that the birds possess a high order 
of intelligence, which is often shown 
when they become lost in a race by their 
return to the room in which they have 
been kept at the starting point. 

“The color of a pigeon does not sig: 
nify, but the rule in breeding is to cross 
the colors when practicable. In select- 
ing homers for racing even the best 
fanciers are often mistaken and select 
birds that cannot fly 25 miles without 
being lost. Often the meanest looking 
bird, apparently without a good point, 
leaves its handsome rival behind. Still, 
there are four points always considered 
in selecting and breeding homing pi- 
geons for racing purposes. These points 
are the eyes, the size of the head, the 
width of the chest and the length of the 
tail and wings. ’’ 

In speaking of the eye, one successful 
fancier has this to say: ‘‘The white eye 
may mean cumulet, and, if so, indicates 
that the bird will fly high and have great 
endurance and wing power. If the eye 
is dark, the head round and the beak 
short and close fitting, there will be a 
preponderance of the owl type, and this 
bird will in all probability fly later at 
night than any other type. But, what- 
ever the color, the ball must extend be- 
yond the line of the head and be 80 
placed that the bird should have a view 
of what is behind it as well as what is 
before. When a bird returns from a 
journey over much new territory, this 
protrusion of the eyeball is greatly in- 
creased, indicating to what a great 
strain the powers of vision have been 
subjected." 

To the second point, the size and 
shape of the head, very little attention 
is paid by American fanciers, though the 
Europeans look upon it as of prime im- 
portance, It is generally conceded by 
Americans that the shape makes very 
little difference, The skull may be flat, 
long and narrow or high, short and 
wide, but it must have room for the 
brain, and for a large brain at that, 
otherwise the bird is not considered for 
racing honors. Particular stress is laid | 
on this feature in Belgium and Holland. 

The shape and size of the chest are of 
great importance. It should be full and 
broad. A narrow chested bird can fly no 
great distance without exerting the 
muscles which give fullness to the breast 
beyond their endurance. The wings and 
tail should be exceptionally long, as the 


tail acts as a rudder, and the shorter 
wings require much added exertion for 
the same amount of flying. There are 
some fanciers who contend that the first 
hatching of the season are not to be pre- 
ferred for racing, but the majority pay 
no attention to that. 

But even the best bred homers have 
to be trained carefully and intelligently 
before they are entered in races. While 
the physique of the average bird is well 
developed at the age of ten weeks, it is 
generally considered best to give a much 
longer time for the brain to develop be- 
fore the bird is trained for work. Usu- 
ally at the age of 4 months the first trial 
trip is made, He is then flown from dis 
tances between 2 and 70 miles at inter- 
vals of two or three days. Many excel- 
lent birds are lost in these trial trips, 
and those who return after a reasonable 
time are considered fit to be entered in 
the young birds’ races. The shortest of 
these races is 100 miles, and birds are 
not supposed to have been flown more 
than 90 miles before taking part in these 
speed trials, 

This system of training is supposed 
to accomplish two widely different re- 
sults for the young bird. In the first 
place, it teaches them to return to their 
lofts, and, in the second, they develop 
the muscles and prepare them for the 
hard work which the races will require 
of them. Wor the old birds these train- 
ing trips are made with the sole view of 
getting their muscles limbered up again 
and toughened for the longer races,— 
New York Sun.

be Prima facie it would appear as 
though Mayor Davis is entitled to 
credit for his effort to obtain work for 
our laboring men on the proposed 
Cambridge street State road, and in so 
far as that is his cardinal idea he cer- 
tainly deserves praise for it. To the 
present time he has been the principal 
mover and motor in arranging for 
building the road by the workmen of 
this city, and his labor seems likely to 
be crowned with success. But this 
matter of the Cambridge street State 
road needs to be carefully and _ intelli- 
gently looked into by the taxpayers of 
this city. To obtain the contract for 
building it our city must put in a bid 
lower than any other concern. With 
local labor common sense teaches us 
that the city cannot do the work as 
cheaply as if done by regular coutrac- 
tors.

Well and good, 
but will that extricate them from the

Old Schoolboy Memories. 
Vi. 

We learned geography by singing it, 
in Master Bartiett’s school, We used 
Pelton’s outline maps, and his system of 
teaching the science was by making the 
pupils familiar with the appearance of 
the divisions of the earth, and to 
familiarize them with names by versifi- 
cation and the singing of the words to 
familiar tunes. Auld Lang Syne, Old 
Granite State, Bonny Doon, Long, long 
ago, Bruce's Address, Home, sweet home, 
Haste thee Winter, Rose of Allandale, 
Merry Swiss Boy, Flow Ponty sweet 
Afton, and From Greenland’s ley Moun- 
tains, were the tunes to which we sang 
the names of the countries, States, capi- 
tals, rivers, oceans, mountiins, ete., of 
the world. The novelty of the thing 
caught us at once, and it did not seem 
80 much like a task to be learning a 
new song each day, as it was to try to 
commit the geographical names without 
the musical accompaniment. Even to 
this day, the simple doggerel that was 
fixed in my mind by the Pelton system, 
helps me out in locating some geographi- 
cal place or name, I do not kuow why 
the system is not still in vogue, for it 
seems rational, and judged by the last- 
ing impression it made upon those who 
studied it can be regarded as a success. 
There has always been a great rivalry 
among publishers, a8 the pockets of the 
parents of scholars well kuow, and a 
good thing is shoved aside by a persis- 
tent agent, to make way for something 
that will benefit the promoter, whether 
it advances education or not. It was so 
thev, is now, “and ever shall be,’’ so 
long as impertunate salesmen can in- 
finence easy going committee men, 

The apparel of boys and girls waa 
more different in those days than now, 
and when one of the girls came te 
school wearing a new pair of boys long 
legged boots, some of us were disposed 
to make sport of the innovation. But 
she was a spunky little miss, and when 
one of the boys became too annoying 
she went at him with both feet, and 
gave his shins such a kicking that he 
never troubled her again. 

Our school was a fair representation 
of the world at large, in which the good, 
bad and indifferent have their due pro- 
portions. As a sample of the goed I 
may mention the fact that one noontime, 
the girls assembled in Miss [ograhain’s 
room and held a prayer meeting. A 
religious revival was in progress at the 
Baptist church about that time, and the 
incident was an echo, When school was 
called to order some ef the girls were 
laboring under considerable  excite- 
ment. Master Bartlett had been in- 
formed of the cause, and addressed the 
school in a manner that calmed the 
girls and prevented any unpleasant 
demonstration on the part of the boys. 
His kindly tact, and his tender regards 
for the feelings of those who had par- 
ticipated in the meeting, marked him as 
a man of broad charity with the in- 
stincts of a gentleman. His attitude 
made a stroog impression on the school, 
and his hold upon the pupils was greatly 
strengthened. 

Master Bartlett did not like to have 
the fire bell ring too long. One day a 
fire broke out, aad “the Orthodox bell” 
across the Common rang out the alarm, 
When the master thought that enough 
noise had been made, he sent one of the 
boys over to tell the man to stop ring- 
ing. The boy ran across to the meeting- 
house, and before he could say a word, 
the ringer shouted, ‘Here, catch hold of 
this rope and keep her agoing!"" “Where 
is the fire?’ asked the boy, and the 
man replied as he started away on the 
run, “The old Ten Diamond.’ The 
house known by that name stood where 
the Shaw house, corner of Main and 
Davis streets was afterwards built. It 
had been the homestead of the Plympton 
family years before, but was then a 
tenement house, largely occupied by 
Irish families. It was near the home of 
the boy, and he started in to continue 
the alarm with great vigor. Presently a 
second boy was dispatched to stop the 
bell and bring back the first messenger. 
Boy No. 1, turned the rope over to No. 


2, and started for the fire. On arriving 
on the scene he found that his father 
was out of town and his mother was 


nearly exhausted carrying water to keep 
her house from catching on fire. Instead 
of chiding him for “hooking Jack,” she 
wanted to know why he had not come 
soover, The next day she fitted him 
out with an elaborate note to the 
teacher which mollified Master Bartlett's 
righteous anger. He never afterwards 
tried to stop the ringing of the firebell. 

A rumor gained credence in the school 
that “Old Bartlett’s going to leave.” 
You may have noticed that scholars 
apply the word “old”’ to their teachers 
without regard to its fitness. Some one 
suggested that we ought to give him a 
present, and a committee was chosen to 
raise funds forthe purpose. The propo- 
sition was to give him a silver goblet, 
and the plan was carried out. A hand- 
some solid silver cup was purchased 
from the freewill offerings of the pupils. 
(Plated ware was not much in fashion 
for presents, and the real thing was 
none too good.) One of the girls made 
anice little presentation speech that 
made most of the other girls cry, while 
we “shameless boys" grinned at the 
spectacle. The master made an appro- 
priate, reply, but there was a quaver to 
bis voice and inoisture in his eye, that 
told of the feelings of his heart, Not to 
be outdone in generosity Master Bart- 
lett secured the second floor of Young's 
Tavern and gave us a nice party. There 
was no orchestra to furnish music for 
dancing, but we raced and romped over 
the smooth floor of the hall, and had a 
hice time, which wound up with an 
elegant treat. And Master Bartlett went 
his way, where I never knew, but a few 
years later we heard that the gentle 
master who taught us so faithfully had 
gone to his reward. I doubt if there 
are 20 men and women now living in 
Woburn who went to school to BE, W. 
Bartlett, but those who are still here to 
answer will agree with me that he was 
one of the best teachers they ever had,

Nebraska is distinctively the bird 
center of the United States. It contains 
more species than any other state in the 
Union, and ornithologists who have 
studied its feathered possessions have 
classified 417 distinct species that may 
be seen within its boundaries. Of these 
225 species breed here and the remain- 
der are migrants, who drop in on us at 
certain seasons and then pass on to 
their breeding grounds, 

The natural features of Nebraska are 
largely responsible for this remarkable 
variety of feathered population. It in- 
cludes a diversity of country that offers 
attractions for hundreds of songsters. 
For instance, the mocking bird and the 
cardinal grosbeak, which are distinctly 
southern birds, frequently appear in 
the southeastern corner of the state, 
and in the west we have a large num- 
ber of what are usually regarded as 
mountain birds, but which come down 
from the foothills at intervals to the 
kingdom of Quivera.—-Omuha Beo.

Peary Retrieved Wild Ducks, 
Lieutenant R. I. Peary, the arctic 
explorer, was born in Maine.

Without more 
udo than if he were about to take a 
dip in the fold swimming hole on a hot 
July day Peary removed his clothing, 
broke the ice with a heavy stick and 
swam out, picked up the dead birds 
and brought them to land.—Saturday 
Evening Post. 

The Sign Painters, 

The question has been asked of sign 
painters hundreds of times, “Which 
letter of the alphabet do you consider 
the hardest or most ditticult to make?” 
It is but natural to make the tn- 
quiry, for to the novlee some particu- 
lar letters are more perplexing than 
others. It is most generally conceded 
by some experts that the Roman capt- 
tal letter “R’ is the most difficult. 
Others will say that an “S” very 
hard to make, and many strongly con- 
tend that the character “&" Is the 
hardest and most difficult of any tn 
the entire alphabet. Practically speak- 
ing, all of these letters are somewhat 
difficult, and to the young beginner 
they are not easily mastered.

Venice Without Water, 

Venice without water would hardly 
be Venice at all, but we are assured 
there is a possibility that the pictur- 
esque Venice of today may become a 
city of the past, and eventually Venice 
may be waterless. 

According to Professor Marinelli, the 
regular increase {n the delta of the 
river Po such that in process of 
time the northern Adriatic will be dry, 
and Venice will no more be upon the 
sea, The annual surveys show that 
the mean annual increase of the delta 
during 70 years has been three-tenths 
of a square mile, 

An encroachment upon the sea of 
three-tenths of a mile in a year means 
a lurge increase in a century. It ap- 
pears that the total Increase in six 
centuries has been about 198 square 
miles, The increase Is continuing, and 
the gulf of Venice 1s doomed to dis- 
appear, 

No Immediate alarm need be felt, and 
it will not be necessary to hurry off 
to Venice to take a farewell look at 
the elty In its present picturesqueness, 
Professor Marinelli calculates that be- 
tween 100 and 120 centuries will elapse 
before the entire northern Adriatie will 
have become dry land.—Youth’s Com-

Suicide at the Central House, 


A man who registered at the Central 
House late Saturday night, as 'Eh. N. 
Wright, Boston,” took strychnine at an 
early hour Sunday, and died in the 
police station about 7 A. M. 

Wright boarded a train at West 
Medford Saturday vight about 11.30. 
Reaching here he inquired of police- 
man Tarr the way toa hotel. At the 
Central House, he was assigned a room 
about 12 o'clock. Soon afterward the 
hotel clerk smelled gas, which wus 
traced to Wright’s room. The door 
was forced, and Wright jumped from 
the bed fully dressed, and began to talk 
incoherently, Roth windows were open, 
and the gas was on fyll force. Jt was 
ahut off, and after awhile Wright said 
he would go to bed and have a sleep. 
When the house became quiet Wright 
got out of a window and reached the 
ground, He went to the office of 
Nichols & Brooks, and stated that he 
was being pursued for a crime he had 
committed. The men at Nichols & 
Brooks’s pacified him and he returned 
to the hotel, entering the room by way 
of the shed roof, 

About six o’clock Wright ran into 
the Central stable and said he had taken 
poison, and requested that a physician 
be summoned. James Durward, the 


watchipan, sent for the police. ‘two 
officers responded, and Wright was 


taken {a the station. City Physician 
Keliher was called, but the man died 
before his arrival. Wright appeared 
ta beljeye the polise were after him, 
and he had a fear of lynching. He 
wlso referred to some trouble with a 
woman. ‘The poison used was in a 
vial marked *poison.” 

Wright was about 35 years old, and 
was fully 6 feet 3 inches tall. A broad- 
brimmed straw hat, old-fashioned make 
of jumper of striped material and 
trousers to match were his outside gar- 
ments. ‘They were well worn. In his 
pockets were a calfskin wallet with 
strap, a coin purse and a smaller one. 
They contained 40 cents. ‘There was 
also a copy of the Vergennes Vermonter 
of Aug. 8, 19Q0. A portion of the 
mailing stump had been torn away, 
und there remained the date, §*Jan. Q1.” 
Qoe purse contained two railroad pas- 
senger seat checks; also a slip of per- 
foruted white paper, bearing the number 
49,424, The Medical Examiner gave 
the cause of death as suicide, and an 
autopsy was not deemed necessary. 
The body was tuken in charge by 
Nichels & Brooks, undertakers, Chief 
of Police McDermott was of the opinion 
that the suicide had probably escaped 
from some insane asylum,

Confiscation In Morocco,

ment argues that all fortunes thus ac 
cumulited consist of moneys illegally 
retained by the authorities, A govern 
or when appointed is probably possess 
ed of no considerable fortune. When 
he dies, he may be a millionaire.

A Uorse's Blinders, 

A horse's blinders are usually con- 
cave on the inside. ‘True, the surface 
usually is a dead black, but not abso- 
lutely so, so that a glimmer of light 
may be reflected from them. By con- 
stant cleansing this dead surface is 
made more or less smooth if not actual- 
ly glossy and shiny. Moreover, the 
blinders are usually set at an angle, so 
that as a result of the law of reflection 
rays of light concentrated by the con- 
vex surface are reflected into the eyes, 
not directly in the axis of but 
more or less transversely or obliquely, 
the result being even more injurious. 
As a result of this reflection the vision 
is weakened if not destroyed, 

Moreover, the mirrorlike blinders not 
only reflect sunlight, but they reflect 
objects as well, so that a “blinded” 
horse hot only objects directly 
ahead of him, but has a more or less 
blurred vision of other objects, Inter- 
mixing with and confusing the image 
of objects directly before him, and as a 
consequence he is rendered uncertain 
in his movements and is easily seared. 
No further proof of this is needed than 
the fact that a nervous horse with a 
reputation for shying and = running 
away often becomes tractable if the 
blinders are removed, because he can 
then distinctly what before he 
could only see indistinetly and confus- 
edly.—Our Animal Priends.

UNSATISFACTORY. 


It is currently reported that the meet- 


ing of the American Hide and Leather 
Company in New York last week was 
fur from satisfactory to the Woburo 


stockholders, It failed to afford them 
the comfort they anticipated. 

In the first place the number of 
Directors was materially reduced which 
operated unfavorably for the gratifica- 
tion of the ambition of some of them, 
besides being a step for which they 
were not prepared, 

The official report of the business of 
the Company, or ‘Trust, was a surprise 
and disappointment. It covered nine 
months’ operations, and for that period 
net earnings amounted to only $694,- 


936, an average of about $77,215 
monthly. 
For the company to pay its full in- 


terest and sinking funds and the regu- 
lation 7 percent on the preferred stock 
it would require average monthly earn- 
of $180,125. Thus the nine 
months’ statement shows a deficit of 
$51,910 per month in earnings sufficient 
to cover iuterest and dividend require- 
ments, Interest and sinking funds 
alone call for an average $55,125 
per month, whereas 7 percent in $13,- 
000,000 of preferred stock calls for an 
average of $75,000 per mouth. 

It is now conceded that no preferred 
stock dividend will be declared at 
present, and that any surplus profits 
above interest and sinking fund require- 
ments will be added to surplus. 

The several proprietors of Woburn 
tanneries who sold their plants to the 
Trust received a share of the purchase 
price in stock, which, from the repre- 
sentations made, was expected to pay 
handsome dividends from the start, 
hence the report was a disappointment. 
It looks as though it might possibly be 
the aim of the managers and heavy 
stockholders to the number of 
owners by the purchase of stock ata 
reduced price from dissatisfied holders.

Street Railroad Hearing, 


A large number of interested gentle- 
men were present at the hearing by the 
Woburn ey Council, Thursday even- 
ing, Sept. 6, on the petitions of the 
Concord & Boston and the Lexington 
& Boston Street Railway Companies, 
each for a franchise to construct a line 
of road from Woburn Centre via Cum- 


mingsville to the Lexington town 
boundary. 
Judge John G. Maguire appeared 


for the L. & B. Company and made a 
strong argument for a favorable decision 
for his clients; while William P. Fos- 
ter, Exq., a Boston Lawyer, and Mr. 
S$. C. Cummings, a Boston stockholder, 
argued the case for the C. & B. com- 
pany io an equally plausable and con- 
vinciog manner.’ Several Burlingtou 
gentlemen were present and participated 
in the debate before the Council on the 
strength of one of their number having 
received assurances from a_representa- 
tive and large shareholder in the C. & 
B. that, ifthe Woburn franchise was 
granted to that Company, it would 
build their road through Burlington. It 
was quite plain to be seen that the 
gentlemen trom our adjourning town 
favored the C, & B. petition, evidently 
for the reason, and for no other, that 
Burlington would be more likely to 
secure an electric road from that Com- 
pany than from the L. & B. That was 
doubtless the teeling of the Burlington 
represelatives as gleaned from their 
speeches aud private remarks, 

The attitude of the City Council 
towards the petitioners of course could 
not be conjectured, nor would it be sale 
to predict what decision they will come 
to; but it was quite evident that the 
stand taken by the Burlington repre- 
sentatives had an effect on them as in- 
dividuals, and that the best interests of 
the town, as well as our city, will be 
duly consulted in rendering a verdict on 
the matter in hand,

GUARDING THE BANK 


BOLTS AND BARS AND MASSIVE WALLS 
ARE NOT ENOUGH, 


The Heat Safeguard For the Trena- 
ure Ie the System of Guards Who 
Watch the Vaults and Watch One 
Another at the Same Time, 


“Modern banks are relying more and 
more upon men instead of metal for 
thelr protection,” remarked an official 
in one of the big financial institutions 
of New Orleans. “In former days,” he 
continued, “they depended almost alto- 
gether upon massive walls, enormous 
doors and ponderous locks. It Is true 
there was always a so called ‘night 
watchman,’ but in nine cases out of ten 
he was some superannuated employee, 
half blind and deaf, who was given the 
job in lieu of a pension and who slept 
placidly from dark to dawn !n the eas- 
jest office chair he could find, 

“It seems incredible, but a little over 
a quarter of a century ago that was the 
only kind of guard employed by the 
majority of the biggest and best banks 
in the United States. The vault was 
everything then, and directors went on 
the theory that the way to keep bur- 
glars from getting their money was to 
surround it by immense masses of cold 
steel, 

“Needless to say,” the banker went 
on, siniling, “they were disillusioned 
pretty frequently. There js an axiom 
that whatever one man can make an- 
other man can break, and the burglars 
proved it over and over again. It was 
always the same story—the doddering 
old watchman found bound and gag- 
ged, the ‘burglar proof’ door wide open 
and the safe empty. That gradually 
brought about an entire change In 
method and led to the development of 
the American multiple watchman sys- 
tem, which Js undoubtedly the most 
perfect on earth. 

“Briefly explained, it’s a system of 
guards, watching the bank and watch- 
ing each other, and leaving a continual 
record of their movements on ‘time 
detectors’ that can't be tampered with. 
Their rounds are so arranged that no 
man {is ever free from surveillance for 
more than 10 15 minutes at a 
stretch, so if he was held up or killed 
or fell asleep or dropped dead or any- 
thing else happened to put him out of 
action, the fact would be known before 
any serious consequences could ensue, 

“The day has gone by when a gang 
of crooks can crack a watchman over 


or 


the head and then take their time 
about forcing the vault. 
“The modern system of watching 


and auxiliary watching has put an end 
to great bank robberies,” added the 
financier. ‘The only hauls now made 
by crooks in that line of business are 
jn country towns and remote rural dis- 
tricts, where old methods still prevail. 
That isn't because they are any less 
cunning or desperate than they used to 
be, but simply because they recognize 


the folly of attempting to break 
through the cordon of open human 
eyes. 


“It Is an interesting fact, by the way, 
that Uncle Sam was the pioneer in 
that system of protection, and the 
banks might well have taken a leaf out 
of his book years ago. The treasury 
vaults at Washington are a good joke 
as far as Intrinsic security Is concern- 
ed. They are built like forts, and the 
massive masonry of thelr walls ts full 
of cannon balls, which are supposed to 
be able to turn a drill, but ae a matter 
of fact, any expert cracksman could go 
through them like a mouse tunneling 
a Stilton cheese. 

“Yet no attempt has ever been made 
on the untold millions of cold cash be- 
hind the rickety old doors, and the es- 
tablishment is really one of the safest } 
in the world, for the simple reason that 
it is never left unguarded. Files of 
soldiers, frequently changed, patrol all 
the corridors and approaches, and {ft 
would be physically {Impossible for rob 
bers to make a descent without getting 
caught, The Bank of England sub 
merges Its vaults under six feet of wa- 


ter every day after business hours, | 
yet I consider it a good deal less secure | 
than our own antiquated treasure | 
house. 


“You must not infer from anything I 
have sald that up to date American 
banks have abandoned bolts and bars, | 
On the contrary, the modern yault is a 
wonderful piece of mechanism and 1s | 
as nearly perfect as human ingenuity 
can make It, but the chief reliance Is 
pinned to the living guard, who beats 
cold steel all to pieces. I admit that 
the system looks on the surface like a 
reversal to primitive principles, but 
really it is only an application of com- 
mon sense.”’—New Orleans Times-Dem- 
ocrat, j

A Historic Die, 

On the desk of the secretary of one 
of the oldest copper manufacturing 
firms in this elty is a steel die which 
has served as a paperweight for 85 
years, and the coins struck off by It are 
now, for the most part, in the hands of 
collectors, This die was used for strik 
ing copper tokens which symbolized 
the contest between President Andrew 
Jackson and the old United States bank 
of Philadelphia in 1882, The engraving 
on the die represents President Jack- 
son, sword in hand and apparently 
standing In a money chest. Around the 
central figure is stamped Jackson's ex- 
pression, “I take the responsibility,”

When this die was made, the prede- 
cessors of the present company not 
only manufactured copper wire, but 
also made a special feature of copper 
coins, chiefly for South American coun- 
tries and for private business firms 
which made a practice of Issuing their 
own copper coins to be redeemed by 
them afterward, During the civil war 
and just preceding It many private cor- 
porations issued tokens whieh circu- 
lated as pennies, and some of them are 
now worth a great many times thelr 
original yalue to collectors.—New York 
Sun.

the milk and cream are cared for. It 
has been found that nearly all dis- 
eases to which datry cattle are subject 
can be avoided by cleanliness and prop- 
er management. The germ theory of 
the transmission of disease bas bad a 
revolutionary effect in dairy manage- 
ment, and the Importance of the ob- 
servance of hygienle rules will be 
graphically portrayed. The ventilation 
of dairy buildings, having due regard 
for the comfort and health of the anl- 
mals, has been developed upon scien- 
titie lines, and present knowledge upon 
this feature of dairy construction will 
be shown by means of proper models.

} clude milk and cream in all their com- 


mercial forms, embracing pasteurized, 
sterilized and condensed milk, butter 
and many varieties of cheese. 

America has never produced a dis- 
tinetive breed of beef or dairy animals, 
but selentitic breeding has so improved 
upon the imported stock that it is said 
the American product would hardly be 
recognized in the land of its origin. 
The effort will be made at this Expost- 
tion to bring to the attention of stock 
growers, dairymen and unscientific 
breeders of beef and dairy cattle the 
advantages to be derived from the pos- 
session of cholcer and more efliclent 
breeds. 

It Is sald that half the dairymen in 
the United States are milking 
with no profit to their owners, while it 
Is possible for well bred cows, whose 
milk Is marketed at normal prices, to 
yield a profit of $100 per annum. ‘This 
lesson in profit and loss concerns every 
one who devotes any part of bis time 
to dairy work. 

The judging of cattle will take place 
in the Stadium, where the honors will 
be bestowed and where un nudlence of 
10,000 people may witness these for- 
malities, The lve stock buildings will 
accommodate not less than 1,000 cat 
Ue, and thelr construction fs upon plans 
best adapted for the comfort and con- 
venlence of the animals and herdsmen.

While the Stadium at the Pan-Amert- 
can Exposition was designed primarily 
for athletic and sporting events, it is 
Intended also for the parade and judg- 
ing of live stock and for the exhibition 
of farm and road machinery, traction 
engines, automobiles and other yebicles 
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AMERICAN ENVOSITION, 


in motion. It will be the most magnif- 
leent arena erected in America, 
The seating capacity Is 12,000. It will 
contiuin a quarter mile track and abun- 
dant space for all the popular athletic 
games abd sports. 

It is said that no exhibitor has ever 
bad such a splendid arena in which to 
make displays of live stock, machinery 
or vehicles 

The architectural adornment of the 
Stadium is very simple and beautiful, 
giving it an aspect of massiveness and 
durability rhe arrangement is that of 
@ yast amplitheater, the seats being 
under cover und affording comfort to 
the spectators. The main entrance of 
the Stadium is a large building whose 
upper tloors will be used for restaurant 
Chis building is 241 feet long 
by 52 feet wide, with towers 164 feet 
high. ‘The architecture is very pictur- 
esque and appropriate for the use for 
Which it Is intended. 

The style is that of the Spanish Re- 
Naissance in conformity with the gen- 
eral character of Exposition buildings, 
The lower story is an arcaded arrange- 
and the red tile roof bas broad 
Bright colors will be used ip the 
further decoration of the building, and 
the old Spanish towers give it a tnish- 
ed beauty and make It one of the most 
prominent features of the Exposition.
